ture should carry greater weight 
than if obtained during season* 
of normal rainfall. 
Although the illustrations used 
In this article are mostly from Co- 
manohe oounty, sim ilar 
reaults 
have been obtained in Brown and 
McCulloch Counties, 
where the 
citizen* of d tp 
country are 
go-operating in the work of de 
vdloping the resources of their 
section and placing farming on a 
business basis. 
The Source of all W ealth. 
That the soil is the source of all 
wealth is an established prim ary 
fsct recognized .by the people of 
theae counties. 
Thia In evidence 
in the action of County Commit- 
aioners and business clubs in mak­ 
ing special effort* to promote bet­ 
ter farm method® and to increase 
acre productioa. 
Not more farm • 
ers, but better farming, is the 
chief aim of 
the commercial in­ 
terests of Brady. Brownwood and 
Comanche, and while more farmers 
would be given a hearty welcome,

these dens of infamy and be 
trayed. Oft times, in fact re­ 
peatedly, during raids on these 
rooming houses in both Dallas 
and Fort Worth and some of 
them on the main streets, par 
ticularly is this the case in Fort 
Worth, young 
girls, some of 
them less than sixteen years, 
have been apprehended, and in 
one case that wo know of one 
tie girl, the daughter #f a 
prominent family, in that city, 
was apprehended with a little boy 
in knickerbockers about her own 
age, tbe child crying plaintively 
that she

The conditions 
are indeed much worse than we 
can picture, and seemingly the 
people of these cities an* contest 
to let it go, for when it is called 
to their attention they acknow­ 
ledge that it is bad, if not worse 
than

Illinois. 
It is as follow«: 
“Texas with an area of 262,398 
sq. miles and a population 3,8^.t 
54^ appropriate» uutning toward 
the maintenance of the main ex­ 
periment station, 
while Illinois 
with an area of 56,043 sq. miles 
and a population af 5,638,591 ap 
propriatea $138,000. Texas gives 
but $87,600 to the agricultural col­ 
lege while Illinois gives $525 000. 
The Federal appropriation in each 
case is $68,000.” 
I believe that 
the management cf the college is 
in excellent hands, and it seems to 
me that it is a short sighted policy 
to tie these men up by lack of 
money and keep them from doing 
a work that would be of untold 
benefit to Texas. 


“ As a result of the strenoua work 
of Gov. Colquitt and other pro­ 
gressive citizens of the State there 
are no v being erected some build­ 
ings that will properly accomo­ 
date the students and instructors 
of the college 
and from that
